Do I need to submit a Submitter Identification Form (SIF) for 005010 transaction sets if a SIF was completed 
for 004010?   

Providers who are currently exchanging X12 004010 production files and have a SIF on file with the 
Medicaid Program do not need to submit a SIF for X12 005010 transaction sets.  New providers and 
providers who submitted a Submitter Identification Form for X12 004010 but never completed testing will 
be required to resubmit a SIF for 005010.  

A new SIF will still be required to be sent to the Medicaid Program when information sent previously needs 
to be updated e.g., new submitter.

TESTING 

What known issues have been encountered by Trading Partners during testing that may be avoided by new 
testers? 

1)  Ensure that the ST segment is formatted correctly with the correct version.  This value is identified in 
respective TR3s (implementation Guides). 

 2) Ensure that the ISA11 contains a repetition separator that is a character not found within the data. 
Under 004010, ISA11 = 'U'; if not corrected, the translator will put a newline for every occurrence where 'U' 
is in the data.  This is defined in the TR3s (Implementation Guides). For the ISA segment, DHMH has been 
creating test ISA segments with the '!' character. The Trading Partners’ translator should be able to handle 
any character that is transmitted without notification to DHMH's Trading Partner base.     

 Note: DHMH does not require its Trading Partners to define the ISA11 or any other terminators or 
delimiters. DHMH strongly discourages hard coding this value.

Will there be a separate system (outside of your current production environment) created for testing 5010 
changes? 

Yes, the system will be a self testing system.  DHMH will use the same site (CommerceDesk: 
https://sites.edifecs.com/index.jsp?mddhmh) that was used for testing 004010 transactions.  Then the 
trading partner would be directed to DHMH’s test environment for further testing prior to production 
migration.

Will Submitters/Providers receive an 835 during testing?  If not, when will the 835 be available?   

Yes, if the 837 is submitted before 12:00 noon, then the 835 would be available at approximately 3:00 PM the 
same day; otherwise, check the following day.

If requested, the standard MMIS EOB report that is currently available today.

Functional Acknowledgments are returned immediately. Response transactions and reports would be 
available no later than the following business day.

A sufficient number to test all claim types and scenarios that are planned to be sent to DHMH in production. 
Absolutely NO Production Load Testing.

DHMH does not subscribe to meeting a pass rate since the trading partner should also test claims that 
generate errors so that they can handle those also in production.

January 1, 2012.

Once in production, what is the turnaround time to receive the 999, 277CA and/or response reports?  

997/999 will be returned immediately, anywhere from 20 seconds up to 5 minutes depending on the size of 
the file submitted and the load on the system at that time.  Any other transactions or reports will be 
available the following business day.

Will DHMH designate any 'Dark Days' (days where you will not accept any electronic claim files or perform 
any report dispersal) to accommodate the 5010 changes?   

Not anticipated at this time.

Will there be a hard cut over (where you will only accept ANSI X12 5010 transactions) or will you accept 
both the ANSI X12 004010 and the ANSI X12 005010 transactions until a certain date?   

DHMH will accept ANSI X12 004010 up to December 31, 2011. Beginning January 1, 2012, DHMH will only 
accept 5010.

Once in production, if a problem occurs what is the protocol to switch back to the ANSI X12 4010 format, if 
any?   

Providers/Submitters will not have the opportunity to switch back once migrated on January 1, 2012.
